Quota for the Month of March

Can W arren county collect 213 
tons of w aste paper during the 
month of M arch? 
That is the prime question now 
being debated in 
the minds 
of 
members of the W arren County 
Salvage Committee. 
W. T. Cor­ 
bett, its chairm an, recently an­ 
nounced the date of Wednesday, 
M arch 22, for a county-wide col­ 
lection of all types of magazines, 
paper, cardboard, and K ra ft pa­ 
per. 
These should be bundled in 
separate packages and placed on 
the curb early on that morning. 
The 
collection Will be 
done 
by 
volunteer trucks and labor, and 
the proceeds will be donated to 
the Salvation Army for us in its 
work overseas. 


During the twelve-month period 
of 1943 W arren county collected a 
total of 2,027 tons or an average of 
168.5 net tons per month. 
This 
is the equivalent of l l carloads 
every thirty days. 
The poorest 
collection was in 
Septem ber 
at 
114 tons and the largest in D e­ 
cem ber with 266 tons. 
Over $1,000 
was realized from the Pearl H ar­ 
bor Day pick-up in Decem ber and 
donated to the Red Cross for its 
relief work. 
However, the county total drop­ 
ped to 82 tons in January, less 
than 1/3 of the highest monthly 
collection in 1943 and only 2/3 of 
the lowest collection 
A gigantic 
effort will have to be made by 
every citizen in the county if the 
collection of 213 tons is to be 
reached for March. 
Pennsylvania 
paper mills are now down to about 
75 Co capacity due to lark of w aste 
paper and paper board. 
Millions 
of tons of paper are in the homes, 


offices, and basements of the state, 
requiring only a little energy on 
the part of indviduals to place 
them in the stream of the war 
effort.

The result was that the Treas­ 
ury bond sales division got a lot 
of hasty criticism at a time when 
the Treasury was least able to 
stand it, for the heat was just 
being turned on about those com­ 
plicated income tax returns. 
H eres what happ ned: Before 
the drive started, Treasury offi­ 
cials, including T. R. Gamble, di­ 
rector of war bond sales, ex­ 
pressed 
considerable 
optimism, 
predicting that the drive would 
go well over the top, with a big 
rise in sales to "little investors,” 
which is the principal sector of 
the anti-inflation front. 
Came the end of the drive and 
although the national quota itself 
was reported “over the top,” fig­ 
ures issued by the Treasury on 
sales to individuals were disap­ 
pointing. it looked for a while 
’hat s o m e b o d y h a d bungled 
somewhere. 
O O O 
'P H E criticisms voiced may have 
* been justified by the flgu. es- 
but not bv toe facts. The bond 
sales 
division 
hasn’t 
yet 
got 
around to overhauling its report­ 
ing division and therein lies the 
secret. Actually all the reports on 
the fourth war loan sales aren't 
’n vet—more than two weeks af­ 
ter the drive’s closing date. 
What actually happened was 
that the fourth war loan cam­ 
paign, with a goal 
$14.ODO,OGU,- 
OOO. actually raise d about sixte: n 
and a naif billion; less than two 
billion under the total for the 
third war loan when the Treas­ 
ury’s sights were higher. 
This in spite of the fact that 
the Treasury had for the first 
time eliminated all sales I > so­ 
called "joy riders,” to win 


| sold around two or three billion 
dollars’ worth last September. 
These ‘ joy riders” were specu­ 
lators who took the bonds and 
eventually dumped them into the 
lap of the commercial banks—a 
pi ocess that had no effect w hat­ 
ever in the fight against inflation. 
Because ot the Treasury’s sys­ 
tem of reporting on Federal Re­ 
serve Bank clearances of the 
j bonds rather than actual day-to- 
j day sales, reports were about two 
weeks late ana this was especial- 
I ly true of the series "E” bonds 
designed prim arily for the small 
investors and c o n s id e r e d the 
J spearhead in the bond-selling 
i battle against inflation.

V ’OW that final figures are be- 
| 
ginning to roll in, the prog­ 
ress in this field is becoming an 
entirely different story. In the 
first war loan drive in Septem­ 
ber, 3942, only around $725,000,- 
OOO of "E” ponds were sold. In 
i the second, this was approxi­ 
mately doubled; in the third, it 
rose to around two and a half bil­ 
lion; but there seems to be no 
doubt at this writing that we are 
< ’.el t ie $3,000,000,000 quota set 
for the small and moderate in­ 
vestors in. this type in the fourth 
war loan. That s more than 400 
per cent increase since the first 
war loan a vear and a half ago 
I and a report that the Treasury’s 
bond division hasn’t any reason 
to be ashamed of. 
In spite of that the fact re ­ 
mains that they got a lot of com­ 
plaints of bumbling as the drive 
came to a close. They are work­ 
ing now on a revision of the re­ 
porting system 
If it can’t be 
changed, there’l' be plenty of rx 
planations next time tnat th 
daily figures are far from fin: ' 
You can bet your bottom dollar 
that, if you -still have one aft 
March la income taxes AND v.

How to Dodge Jack Frost 
W hen Starting Garden 


This V. 9. Department of Agriculture Map Shows Dates on Whieh th# 
Chances of Damage From Frost Are Only One to Ten. 


Temperature is the most impor­ 
tant limiting factor in all outdoor 
horticultural activities. Soil can be 
improved, water can be supplied 
artificially. 
But except for occasional desper­ 
ate measures such as the smudge 
pots in California orange groves, or 
some other protection for tender 
plants w’hich may be effective when 
the difference cf a few degrees may 
save a crop, planters are at the 
mercy of the temperature. 
A key-day in the spring, which 
governs all operations, is the date 
w'hen in your locality it becomes 
relatively safe to set out tender 
plants. In other wrords. the frost­ 
proof date. This does not m ark the 
beginning of gardening, because 
seeds of hardy vegetables can be 
sowm as soon as the ground has 
thawed out and become dry enough 
to work. 
This is usually 30 days 
before the frost-proof date. 
’Hie term frost-proof, moreover, 
is hardly correct. The weather is 
too uncertain for that. There is al­ 
ways tile chance that in an excep­ 
tional year, a frost will occur long 
after th# average time and many 
tender things will b# nipped. But 


some risk must always be accepted 
in gardening. 
On the basis of long experience, 
the weather bureau has prepared a 
map which divides Hie country into 
zones, and established for each zone 
a date on which the chances are IO 
to I against a killing frost occur­ 
ring in the spring. 
The map ac­ 
companies this discussion. Look up 
your location and talk to your gar­ 
dening neighbors about their prac­ 
tice, and you will find it easy t® 
decide on th# date to accept as sat# 
from frost in your garden. 
Of course some years you may 
win with a long-shot and get a crop 
from an early planting of a tender 
crop becaus# of an exceptionally 
warm spring. If you want to figure 
the odds against this kind of chance 
taking, you may estimate that th# 
risk of losing tender plants is ex­ 
actly doubled, when they are set out 
two weeks before the frost-proof 
date. 
There is nothing to be gained, 
moreover, by taking this risk with 
plants w’hich have been started in­ 
doors, since they may be seriously 
injured by a hard frost W’hich does 
not kill them, and always do be3t 
when they continue growing without 
a check.

They 
are, in m any instances, children 
who

If we are to add any more or­ 
ganizations to the roster, m ay I 
suggest we s ta rt w ith one to help 
cure P arental Delinquency. This, 
the b etter inform ed, I believe, will 
agree w ith me is w here the trouble 
lies chiefly. I for one believe this 
could be done w ithout too much 
expense and w ithout hindering the 
w ar effort. I t would be an organ- 
I ization to give counsel and advice 
to fru strated parents 
an organi­ 
zation th a t m ight seek out poten­ 
tial trouble and steer the fam ily 
on the rig h t course 
before 
too 
1 much dam age is don®. 
My point is th a t there 
are 
al­ 
ready facilities and organizations 
to provide for the child, but th a t 
there are no adequate facilities to 
provide for the education of the 
parent. Alany a parent of a "delin­ 
quent" child is probably desperate 
for advice and guidance. In W ar­ 
ren. however, we have no estab­ 
lished office or 
organization 
to 
give such 
guidance. 
M inisters, 
teachers. Y.AI. and Y.W. officials, 
and other such professional w ork­ 
ers m ay be approached now and 
then by such a desperate parent. 
But their advice is more or less 
incidental to their regular occupa- 
i tions. I suggest the establishm ent 


of an office or organization whose 
prim ary and sole function will be 
tile education and counseling of 
I parents. Perhaps some of the men 
and women already 
in 
W arren 
’could fill this post one, two, or 
three hours a day. For all I know, 
1 the public school physician m ay 
be adm irably equipped to adm in­ 
ister such an office; or there m ay 
be com petent men and women of i 
the tow n's existing agencies. 
If
